OF CENTRAL RY. 


BY ROCK ISLAND 


Bondholders Think the Big 


System Has Georgia Line 
and Plans Freeze-Dut 


BILL IN UPPER HOUSE 
TO PROTECT BONDHOLDERS 


Address Has Been Issued to Gov- 
ernor and Members of General 
Assembly Asking Legislation 
That Will Enable In- 
vestors to Protect 
Themselves. 


That the transfer of the control of 
the Central of Georgia railway from 
the holding committee, which acted in 
the interest of the Southern railway, 
to Marsien J. Perry and Oakleigh 
‘Thorne means the dominance of the 
Rock Island ‘system in the Georgia 
property, and that the new holders of 
this control are planning to freeze out 
the holders of income bonds, in which 
$3,000,000 of Georgia capital is said 
to be invested, is the fear expressed 
in an address to the governor and 
general ussembly issued by a commit- 
tee of bondholders. 

This address was brought to the at- 
tention of the senate vesterday by the 
introduction of a bill by Senators 
Borne and Overstreet to give the bond- 
holders a share in the control of this 
property in order that they may pro- 
test their interests. 


Will Pass August Dividend. 


The announcement that the payment 
on interest on income bonds which is 
due the second Monday in August is 
to be passed in order that the income 
from the property may be used to im- 
prove the roadbed and purchase new 
rolling stock has caused the holders of 
Central bonds to sit up and take no- 
tice of a very lively nature. 

Under the present laws absolute con- 
trol of the Central is vested in the 
50,000 shages of common stock which 
the Southern owned through the hold- 
ing committee. The Southern paid 
$5,000,000 for this stock, but it is al- 
leged that it was sold to Perry @& 
Thorne for $3,000,000. 

There are outstanding (fifteen mil- 
lions of Central of Georgia 5 per cent 
income bonds, of which three millions 
ere said to be held in Georgia, and it 
is to give these Georgia bondholders a 
share in the control of the property 
in order that they may prevent what 
they fear is an effort to depreciate the 
securities the yhold, that the bill was 


introduced. 

Following is the text of the bill, which is 
intended to give the holders of tncome-bearing 
bonds the «same right to vote upon all mat- 
ters relating to the management of fhe cor- 
poration’s affairs as the holders of the com- 


mon stock. 
Text of Bill. 


An act to provide a remedy for the holders 
of corporate securities or other obligation in 
all cases where the income of railway or 
other transportation or public utility corpor- 
ations has been pledged to secure the same, 
and to regulate the right of all holders of 
such corporate securities ‘or obligations to 
participate in the management of the cor- 
porate affairs of such corporations, and for 
other purposes. 

Section |. The provisions of this law shall 
apply to al! railway or other public utility or 
transportation corporations heretofore oF 
hereafter ohartered by this state, or under 
any of the laws of this state, which have 
isemied securities* or obligations payable in 
whole or in part, and as to either principal 
or interest, by the termes thereof, out of the 
income of such corporation, or which by the 
terms thereof are dependent upon fncome for 
the payment of interest or dividends, as the 
case may be, and in the charters of which, 
or in the securities or obligations of which 
it is not expressly rrovided that the holders 
of such income obligations shall have no vote 
or right to participate In the control of the 
corporation, and in the charters of which 
the right to control the affairs of the cor- 
poration is not granted exclusively to the 
stockholders thereof. 

Sec. 2. All holders of such income bonds 
of auch corporations as are described in the 
firet section hereof, shall upon all matters 
and things relating to the management of 
corporate affairs, and the disposition of the 
income of such corroration., have the same 
right to vote as the holders of the same 
amount. par value alone being considered, 
of the common stock of said corporation. 

Fection 3 repeals conflicting acts. 

Relow ts given a copy of the address is- 
sued by the committee of bondholders to the 
legislature. asking the passage of the Over- 
street and Rern bill: 

Addreas to Governor. 


“To the Govenor and to the WCegislature 
of Georgia. assembled: Since issuing our 
firet circular we have it reported on good 
authority that in New York city ![t is gen- 
erally believed that the Rock Island com- 
pany, or that Mr. Morse, has, or ts to have, 
control of the Central of Georgia Rallroad. 
This matter is of vital tmportance to bond- 
holders and the state, therefore we would 
earnestiv ask the governor and legislature 
to give it immediate attention and to considegs 
well the interest of the citizens of the state 
before permitting this property to be longer 
hawked about over the stock counter. Wo 
judge of men by their acts. What is the 
record of these would-be purchasere? 

‘The Rock Island company secured con- 
trol of the Chicago. Rock Island and Pacific 
Ratiroad. How much was the stock watered? 
Dividends on the preferred stock were dis- 
continued. The same company got hold of 
the ‘'Frisco system, and discontiued dividends 
on the second preferred stock. It secured 
control of the Alton Raltlroad and is re- 
ported as recentiy trying to pass the divi- 
dend on the preferred stock. What methods 
did these parties adopt two years since in 
Albany..- N. Y when trying to have their 
bonds made a savings bank investment 
against the protests of the banking commit- 
tee? How many thousand stockholders of 
the above companies lost their dividends, and 
later the principal’? How many more suf- 
fered a ioss indirectly there is no way of 
knowing. If this company secures control of 
the Central of Georgia we will fare the same 
and lose both dividends and investment. 

“As for Mr. Morse and his marine scheme, 
it is a guess and a great risk for the bond- 
holder. We wish to feel more sure of our 
interests in this property before trusting to 
his ownership. 

As to Thorne and Perry. 


‘Messrs. Thorne and Perry, it seems, are 
strangers In railroad affairs. Their manage- 
ment is a gWess and very doubtful. It ts 
gaid that these gentlemen will ‘bulld up the 
road’ and later dispose of it. It has already 
been ‘built up.’ Recently one of its prom- 
inent officials stated that the road has been 
put in such a good condition that it could 
withstand hard times for eight years. How-

Sanford’s Conference With 
Governor Glenn Is Without 
Result, 


RATE MUDDLE GROWS 
MORE AND MORE INVOLVED 


Fear Is Expressed That the Admin- 
istration Will Not Back Up the 
Federal Courts—Thom RKe- 
fuses To Discuss the 
Case in Any Way. 


Asheville, N. C., July 26.—The return 
of Assistant Attorney General Sanford 
from his futile conference with Gover- 
nor Glenn, at Raleigh, a succession of 
conferences between the officials of the 
Southern railway, thetr counsel and 
counsel for the state, the indictment 
and reported arrest of tne southern 
ticket agents at Marion and O!d@ Fort, 
the hurried departure of Isr. Sanford 
from the city, presumably for Wash- 
ington, and a alam-like silence on the 
part of the railway magnates and coun- 
sel, are the main features or today’s 
and tonight's developments in tie rail- 
way rate imbroglio. 

Specials from Marion this afternoon 
confirmed the report that the ticket 
agents of the Southern rallway at Old 
Fort and Marion had been indicted by 
the grand jury for viotation of the new 
rate law, but up to a late hour it was 
stated that they had not been arrested. 

Other Indictments Expected. 

Judge Lyon, who instructed the grand 
jury of McDowell county to indict the 
agents, will open the superior’ court 
term here next Monday, and it !s re- 
ported on good. authority that he will 
instruct the Buncombe county’ grand 
jury to the same effect. 

When General Counsel 
Southern, was asked tonignt for a 
Statement concerning Mr. Sanford’s 
mission to Raleigh and its failure, he 
said tnat he had nothing whatever to 
give out. Asked what he thought of 
the loss of 3 i-4 points en Southern 
preferred stock today, Mr. Thom said 
he had not heard of it. He aeclined ab- 
solutely to make @any further’ state- 
ments, as did all the other officials 
who were approachee. In the event: 
that the Marion and Old fort ticket 
agents are arrested, they will be 
brought here in habeas corpus proceed- 
ings before Judge Pritchare. From an 
authoritative source it was learned to- 
night that the course of procedure will 
be the same as in the cases-ot Ticket 
Agents Wood and Graham, of this city. 

No Application Made. 

When Judge Pritchard was asked to- 
night if any application had been made 
to him for habeas corpus writ for the 
Marion and Old Fort ugents he stated 
that none had been made. The 
said that he had heard that present- 
ments had been made at Marton, but 
hati no notification nor had any mention 
been made of a writ of habeas corpus. 

B. Andrews, second vice president 
of the Southern; H. B. Spencer, fifth vice 
president, and P. H. Humphreys, gen- 
erai counsel, left here at 9:45 o’oiock 
tonight on a special train fur Rualeign.

Officials Explain Position. 

Offictals of the Southern railway here 
contend that the governor's demand 
that they should put the 2%-cent rate 
into effect at once involves the com- 
pany'’s surrender, and the surrender by 
the United States court, of the protec- 
tion of the interlocutory injunction, 
which means that the governor of the 
state can control or limit the process 
of a United States court, and that the 
governor can dictate to Hitigants in 
the United States courts the measure 
of relief which they have the right 
to apply for, which means a limitation 
by order of the governor of their con- 
stitutional rights. 

Assistant United States Attorney Gen- 
eral Sanford conferred today with rail- 
road officials and with Judge _ Pritch- 
ard, and left here late this afternoon. 
He will report to Washington that his 
visit to the state capital in an effort 
to restore peace was fruitless. 

Several superior court judges have 
ignored the subject of a conflict be- 
tween the federal and state courts, and 
Judge Fred Moore advised against fur- 
ther indictments of ticket agents, but

Does Atlanta really need a néw pump? 

This question went ringing throug» 
the council oahamber vesteraay after- 
noon, after a four anda haif-hour ses- 
sion, and after the water board and 
special committees had wrangied over 
the matter for three montnw. 

Ever since the birds woke their 
spring matins last May the people of 
Atlanta have been kept on the qui vive 
about a centrifugal and a vertical 
triple expansion pump. Meetings were 
held behind closed doors, investigations 
were put under way, an expert was 
hired, reports and amended _ reports 
made, and at last when tne whole mat- 
ter took its way up to the August coun- 
cil to be decided, somebody asked the 
question: 

‘Does 
pump?” 

And while this belated 
was being batted around by. 
Orators, somebody else called out: 

“I move we adjourn.” 

The pump matter is, thererore, once 
more in the air, and whil not be taken 
up again until council meers on the 
in August. 

Alderman Key’s Declaration. 

The most sensational feature after the 
question about the need of a new 
pump,”~ was the statement by Alderman 
Key that he didn’t propose to let the 
newspapers and pump sellers run the 
council. 

Councilman Longino introduced a 
resolution loeking to the appointment of 
a committee by the mayor of three 
members of cuuncil and three citizens,

John Skelton Williams Says That 
Uniess Hostile Legislation Is 
Enacted the System Will Be 
in Operation in a Short 
Time—Purchase of 
Roads. 


Within the next twelve months, un- 
less something now unforseen intervenes, 
the links necessary to connect Augusta, 
Ga., by rail with Marion, Fla., will have 
been completed, and the road in opera- 
tion. 

John Skeiton Williams, who has dore 
so much for the development of the 
coast through the medium of the Sea- 
board Air Line, is authority for the 
statement that the funds necessary to 
budid the connecting links between the 
Georgia and Florida system between Au- 
gusta and Madison, Fla., have been sé- 
cured. Fully $5,000,000 will be required 
to complete this work, 

Mr. Williams is one of the most active 
organizers in the south, and the work 
he has done for Georgia has been of 
incalculable value. 

In reply to a dispatch he yesterday 
wired the following: 

“Richmond, Va., July 26.—Atlanta 
Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: Telegram re- 
ceived. The funds required to build the 
links necessary to connect the several 
roads embraced in the Georgia and 
Florida system between Augusta, Ga., 
and Madison, Fla.. and to carry out 
our plans in relation thereto, involving 
the expenditure of more than $5,000,000 
cash, have been definitely secured, and 
if not prevented by unlookeg for hostile 
legislation, the entire work should be 
finished and in operatton within about 
twelve months from the present time. 

“JOHN SKELTON WILLIAMS.” 

The foregoing indicates financing giv- 
ing assurance that the seven small rail- 
roads to be known as the Georgia and 
Florida railway are to be connected by 
building about 104 miles of new line. 
Referring to this project, the 
purchase of the roads, the _ rebuild- 
ing of portions of existing lines and 
the building of new ones, The Manu- 
facturers’ Record in this week’s issue 
says: 

, The lAnes Acquired. 

“The lines acquired and to be con- 
nected are the Augusta and Florida rail- 
way, 30 miles; the Millen and South- 
western railroad, 53 miles; the Atlantic 
and Gulf Short Line railroad, 20 miles; 
the Douglas and Valdosta. railroad 
(Hazlehurst division), 30 miles; the 
Douglas, Augusta and Gulf railway, 57 
miles: the Nashville and Sparks rail- 
road. !2 miles, and the Valdosta South- 
ern railway, 28 miles, or a total of 230 
miles of completed railroad at present. 
The company has also an option upon 45 
per cent of the stock of the Savannah 
and Statesboro railway, 33 miles long, 
running from Cuyler to Statesboro, Ga. 
This latter may be absorbed by the sys- 
tem but, leaving it out, the building of 
the proposed links will give the Georgia 
and Florida a total of between 330 and 
350 miles of railroad from Augusta, Ga., 
to Madison, Fila., the latter point being 
only about 40 miles from the gulf of 
Mexico, whither it {s contemplated to 
build an extension to a suitable port. 
Other extensions are also contemplated 
to Savannah, Ga., and a line might be 
built from Augusta to Columbia, 8. C., 
about 70 miles, making a valuable con- 
nection with the Seaboard Air Line. 

“A striking feature about this railroaa 
is that it will run through a section 
of Georgia much in need of north and 
south tronk lines facilities, and it will 
cross at right angles all the principal 
railroads in that section of the state, 
namely the Southern railway, the At- 
lantic Coast Line, the Seaboard Air Line, 
the Central of Georgia and the Geor-

Washington, July-26.—The census bu- 
reau has perfected its arrangements for 
collecting cotton ginning statistics cov- 
ering the cotton crop of 1907-08. There 
will be ten reports, the first appearing 
September 8, and the last March 20, 
The intermediate dates of publication 
will be October 2, Octoder 25, November 
8. November 2!, December 8, Decem- 
ber 20, January 9 and January 23. In 
each instance except in that of the 
March report the statement will repre- 
sent the condition of the crop about a 
week before the date of publication. The 
report of March 20 will deal with the 
condition on March |}. 

As heretofore, the agents will be given 
six days in which to visit the ginneries 
and secure their returns. Summaries of 
these wili be wired to the bureau on the 
last day of the canvass. On the day 
following the close of the canvass these 
telegraphic summaries will be added and 
the results will be given to the public. 
The reports will be printed and mailed 
within twenty-four hours after publica- 
tion to al? ginners and to all others 
interested. 


Last season these reports were. pulb- 
- 3 


lished at 2 p. m, onthe day following 
the close of the canvass, but this sea- 
son the bureau will endeavor to publish 
the results at IO a. m. 

The publication at this hour will per- 
mit the results to reach Europe within 
trading hours on the day that they are 
published in Ainerica. This is in line 
with the earnest requests of Puropean 
spinners of American cotton, and it Is 
belicved that bv anabling them to trade 
on these reports in their own market 
on the dates of publication the fluctua- 
tions in the price of cotton and the re- 
sults of speculation in the production 
on these occasions will be reduced. 

Between the hour of 6 p. m. when 
the agents complete their canvass and 
make their county summaries for tele- 
graphing, anq |!0 a. m. of the next 
morning, when the reports are published 
in Washington, no business is trans- 
acted on cotton exchanges in this coun- 
try, and hence under this system Di-

Mayor Pro Tem. Will Appoint Com- 
mittee of Three to Act With the 
Mayor and City Engineer, 
Harmonious Meeting Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


At the joint session of the city coun- 
cil and the board of county commission- 
ers yesterday afternoon, council decided 
to appoint a committee composed of 
three, with the mayor and the city en- 
gineer, to confer with the county board 
for the purpose of deciding upons some 
pian by which the new reservoir can be 


completed. 
A report will be made to council 


August 5. 

Talks were made by all the county com- 
missioners and they expresesd themselves 
as favorable to the completion of the 
reservoir, and stated that they would 
aid the city if it was possible to do so. 

The committee will be appointed by 
the mayor pro tem, today and the meet- 
ing with the commissioners wiTl take 
place in a few days. It is probabie 
that the commissioners will appoint a 
committee with their superintendent of 
public works. 

On motion of Councilman Martin the 
eounty commissioners were given seats 
on the floor and invited to address the 
meeting. 

Councilman Grant offered a resolution 
requesting the county board to furnisn 
the city with convict labor of the res- 
ervoir, and the resolution was adopted. 

Colonel Anderson’s Views. 

Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, chairman 
of the county board, said the county had 
already worked eighteen months on tne 
reservoir, when it promised to work only 
six months. He read some statistics to 
show that the city was getting its fair 
proportion of the work from the con- 
victs in the ratio of the taxes paid. 

“It will take the county force of con- 
victs a year longer to ffnish the reser- 
voir,” said Célonel Anderson. “We can 
use 400 men and !00 mules and. carts. 
If the work was given to a contractor, 
|who is equipped for such work with 
steam shovels and cars, the work could 
be done at a far less cost than we can 
do it. The city, which pays much of the 
taxes, would be doing itself an injus-

RATES NOT DISCRIMINATORY. 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Hands Down Two Decisions. 

Washington, July 26.—Decisions in two cases 
brought by the Commercial and Industria! 
Association of Union Springs, Ala., against 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad and 
against the Central of Georgia railway were 
announced today by the interstate commerce 
commission, the opinions being rendered by 
Commissioner Clements. 

The first complaint involved the reasonable- 
ness of rates from St. Louis, Nashville and 
Memphis to Union Springs, compared with 
the rates from the same points of origin 
to Columbus, Gam and other points in the 
south. The commission holds that the rates 
are neither unduly discriminatory nor un- 
reasonably high, and therefore orders the 
complaint to be dismissed without prejudice. 
The case against the Central of Georgia rail- 
way involved alleged discrimination against 
Lunion Springs in the practice of compressing 
cotton in transit. It was alleged that the de- 
fendant was interested in compresses at other 
points and favored them as against Union 
Springs. The record did not sustain the aile- 
gation. . The complaint therefore was dis- 
missed without prejudice.

IN VIRGINIA RATE CASE 


Senator Will Act as Advisory Counsel in Impend- 
ing Clash Over Publication of Two- | 
Cent Rate. 


July 26.—(Special.)— 
United States Senator John W. Daniel 
has accepted the offer of Governor 
Swanson, of Virginia, to become ad- 
visory counsel of the state in the pend- 
ing clash bétween the state and federal 
courts over the enforcement of the 2- 
cent rate order of the corporation com- 
mission, the publication of which has 
been enjoined by Judge Jeter C. Pritch- 
ard, of the United States court. Senator 
Danie] will appear in Richmond tomor- 
row, at which time there will be a con- 
ference between the senator, the gov- 
ernor, the attorney general and the 
members of the commission, relative to 
the probable action to be taken by the 
state in order to maintain the integrity 
of the law promulgated by her commis- 
sion. 

A semi-official statement was made to- 
day to the effect that Senator Daniel 
had been asked to come into the case 
not because the attorney general and 
his associates, A. Caperton Braxton, are 
unable to give the 4itigation the atten-

- SHOCK BERLIN 


Three Litlle Girls Brutally 
Slashed by Madman, 


ONE OF THE CHILDREN DIES 


Fiend Left Note on the Seat of a 
Park Telling of the Crimes He 
Had Committed—A sus- 
pect Is Under 
Arrest. 


Berlin, July 26—A_ series of cold- 
blooded crimes. singularly resembling 
the ‘Jack-the-Ripper’’ muraers, but for 
the fact that instead of women, the 
victims were little girls, followed one 
another with regular rapidity this aft- 
érnoon, almost in the center of the city 
and aroused intense indignation and ex- 
citement. 

Within a short space of trme, the as- 
sa@™, successively enticed tnree_ girl 
babies, the oldest only fve years, into 
doorways of houses and stabbed them 
Several] times in the abdomen with a 
instrument. As a result one of 
the children is dead, another is dying, 
and the third is dangerously wounded. 

The first knowledge tnat tne crimes 
had been committed came when an oc- 
cupant of the house at the corner of 
Ryke and Belford streets found the 
body of Margaritha Prawitz, aged 4, 
lying in the doorway bathed tin blood, 
the bowels protruding and the lower 
part of the body horribly gashed. This 
was immediately reported to the police, 
who were about to investigate the case 
when reports came that lsertha Lenst, 
aged 3, and Ely Knispel, aged 5, had 
been found similarly outraged, but still 
alive in. Prenzelaur Allee and Henzere- 
dorfer street, respectively. Rumors 
s00n spread throughout the vicinity, 
which magnified the number of victims, 
and the inhabitants of the neighbor- 
hood became intensely excited. Crowds 
gathered about the police station shout- 
ing vengeance against the murderer. 

Victim May Not Live.

Shortly after the crimes were commit- 
ted a slip of paper, with a death’s head 
sketched on it, was found on a public 
seat in the square near the scene.

“Away, away; in five minutes there 
will be a corpse. There is a a child 
murderer in the neighborhood. Deliver 
this note to the police. I have killed 
children in Belforter, Prenbvelaur and 
Henzersdorfer streets."’ 

The note was attached to the seat by 
means of a sharp single scissor’s blade, 
and it is assumed that the crimes were 
committed with the other half of the 
instrument. 

All the available police and detectives 
were ordered to scour the neighborhood. 
Some parents have reported that their 
children had seen a haggard man about 
27 years of age, well dressed, wearing 
a cap, offering candy and fruit to little 
girls, whom he asked to accompany 
him. A man was arrested snortly aft- 
erward, who tallies somewhat with this 
definite description.

St. Petersburg, July 26.—The authori- 
ties will soon be in a position, as a re- 
sult of their investigations, to issue in- 
dGictments in the matter of the recent 
plot against the life of Emperor Nicholas. 

It is now known that women took the 
leading parts in this conspiracy, The 
principals are Mme, Feodossief, wife of 
a well-known St. Petersburg lawyer; a 
woman namwed Comrade Nina, alias 


Petrova, who took the most prominent 
part in the activities and who succeed- 
ed in escaping to a foreign country; 
Boris Wikitenkoa,- retired naval lieu- 
tenant; Naounoff, a mail clerk; Emms, 
an instructor in the Imperial lyceum, 
and three lawyers, Brussoff, Chiaborff 
and Zavadsky. 

The man actually chosen to kil] the 
emperor is named Klossovsky. The plan 
of the conspirators was to have Klos- 
sovsky make his way to the emperor 
while clad in a uniform of a sergeant 
of the imperial convoy. The indictment 
details the various strategems employed 
by the plotters to obtain the desired in- 
formation of the habit, and movements o 
the emperor and show that espionage 
to this end was conducted in part 
through the medium of milkmaids who 
supplied the roya! kitchen.

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KAPPA ALPHA CONVENTION. 


Forty-Two Active Chapters Were 
Represented by Delegates. 
Richmond, Va.,. July 26.—(Special.)— 
The twenty-fourth biennial conventiop 
of the Kappa Alpha Fraternity, which 
was recently held at Ocean View, near 
Norfolk, was the most successful con- 
vention in the history of the fraternity.

Z. Ammen, of Baltimore; G. D. Letcher, 
Virginia; Bd Chambers Smith, North 
Carolina VY. Otis Robertson, Mississippi; 
John 8S. Wise, Jr.. New York; Moore, 
Delaware; Campbell, Virginia. 

The convention reelected all officers as 
follows: Knight commander, Ed Cham- 
bers Smith, Raleigh, N. C.; grand his- 
torian, V. Otis Robertson, Jackson, 
Miss.; grand purser, Frank P. O’Con- 
nell, Oklahoma; editor of Journal, H. T. 
Burnley, Richmond, Va.; chief alumnus, 
John W. Farley, Memphis, Tenn., (the 
last a new office). 

Greenlee D. Letcher, of Lexington, 
chairman of the committee, reported that 
the fraternity was recently incorporated 
under the laws of Virginia. 

R. D. Feagin, of Macon, Ga., having 
resigned as catalog editor, the duties 
of this office were transferred to the 
grand historian. 

The convention adopted a _ standard 
badge to the effect that hereafter all 
the parts thereof, whether plain or jew- 
eled, qhall bear the same proportion to 
each other.

SPECIAL LEGISLA 


TIVE ACT 


FOR GOVERNOR'S ARTILLERY

by an act of the legislature. The com-

York, July 26.—A London dis- 
to The Times quite  lengthily 
quotes Justice Vernon Davis. of the 
New York supreme court, upon tne 
difference between American and Eng- 
lish criminal trials, to the disparage- 
ment of the former. Justice Davis, it 
will be remembered, presided at the 
second trial of Nan Patterson, the 
chorus girl, for the murder of Caesar 
Young, the turfman. His remarks fol- 
lowed his witnessing in the central 
criminal court. London, the trial of 
John Smith and “Chicago Mack” 
Churchill, for the attempted murder 
of Edward Guerin, of Devil's island 
fame. Justice Davis sat on the bench 
with Justice Darling, and saw Smith 
sentenced to life imprisonment and 
the Churchill woman to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment, after a trial of scarcely 
six hours.

THINKS HOLY GRAIL 
HAS BEEN FOUND. 

London, July 26.—The Express 
prints a story of the discovery, 
near Glastonbury Abbey, of a 
glass vessel of beautiful work- 
manship, and apparently of great. 
antiquity, which one at least of 
the discoverers believes is the 
Holy Grail of the Arthurian 
legend. The holy grail is the 
cup from which Christ is reputed 
to have drunk at the last sup- 
per, and, according to ancient 
British tradition, it was brought 
to England by Joseph of Arit- 
mathea after the crucifixion. 

The vessel is a bluish brown 
glass. of some kind. cunningly 
inlaid with silver leaf.

WILL NOT CHANGE 
NAVAL PROGRAM 


‘Japs Will Adhere to the Plans 
Arranged Some Months 
Ago. 


Paris, July 26.—Gil Blas publishes to- 
day an interview with Vice Admiral 


Ijuin, commmander of the Japanese squad- 
ron now at Brest, on the Japanese navy. 
Asked if Japan had not decided, in view 
of recent happenings, to enlarge her pro- 
gram of naval construction, the vice ad- 
miral replied: 

“We have a naval program for several 
years ahead and we shall executie it 
puncttally and rigorously, as do the great 
nations of Europe. But this program 
has not been enlarged of recent months 
and it stands as it did when originated 
by the admiralty last year.” 

Continuing, the vice admiral said it 
was not exact to declare that the Japa- 
nese loan would be used for the increase 
of the naval power, and explained that 
this money would be devoted to the con- 
struction of railroads and other commu- 
nication in Manchuria. ; 

“We are satisfied with the navy,’ Vice 
Admiral Ijuin went ‘on, “and we believe 
this branch will be able to cope with all 
eventualities. The Japanese parliament, 
while refusing nothing for naval defense, 
holds up rigorously to the naval appro- 
priations and these we never exceed. We 
are to build three warships of the type 
of the Tsukuba, but more powerful, and 
they are to be executed in the Japanese 
yards from material furnished by Japa- 
nese industries.”’ 

Vice Admiral Ijuin knew nothing of 
any intention on the part of Japan to 
build warships for China.

The city code allows milk to be sold 
containing not more than 500,000 bac- 
teria to the cubic centimeter (about fif- 
teen drops) and three analyses of milk 
sold by Darby showed respectively 
six, twenty and twenty-nine million bac- 
teria to the cubic centimeter.

HARRIMANS DROP 
DUT OF POSITION 


This Made Very Dull Day on 
Stock Exchange 


Efforts Made to Substitate Other 
Stocks in Leadership Did Not 
Meet With Success—No An- 
imation in the Pa- 
cific Stocks. 


New York, July 26.—There was & 
marked shrinkage of speculative inter- 
est in today‘s stock market, which was 
distinctly dull. The fault lay very large- 
ly with the Harriman stocks, which 
dropped out of their position or activity 
and strength, but without yielding the 
leadership of the market influence on 
speculative sentiment. Efforts were 
made to substitute other stocks in the 
leadership, but not with success. The 
policy adopted by the controlling pow- 
ers in Union and Southern Pacific in 
the treatment of the public demand of 
the dividend news has left the specula- 
tive mind confused. The animation of 
the dealings in the two stocks is gone 
and the supposition that the action of 
the head of the system is taking the 
public into his confidence, as to the in- 
tended dividends was intended to this 
end, puts the market leadership into a 
quandary. 

Some effect of depression was exerted 
by the renewed weakness in the Eries 
ang by a drop of 3% points in Southern 
Railway preferred. The latter was at- 
tributed to the dread of the expense 
to be entailed by the struggle over the 
2% cent passenger fare law and the ag- 
gressive measures of the North Caro- 
lina authorities in the matter fn the 
maintenance of the preferred dividend 
was doubted at the last dividend period 
and the doubts are now revived. The 
market had the advantage of the prom- 
ise of a favorable bank return. The 
usval authorities are in close agreement 
in the neighborhood of $6,500,000 as the 
figure of the accretion to cash reserves 
during the week.
